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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority under 35 
U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d). However, a reference to the prior application must be inserted as the 
first sentence(s) of the specification of this application or in an application data sheet. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. 

Re elms 1-4, the claimed invention is rack assembly to prevent backlash 
however, the examiner does not see how the rack assembly is capable of preventing 
backlash. The rack is shown in the offset tooth arrangement in Figure 1 but the 
examiner does not see/understand how this offset arrangement is maintained. The 
examiner does not see any biasing member that could be used to bias the two racks in 
this arrangement. Without any biasing member the examiner does not understand how 
the device will prevent backlash since, upon the introduction of the pinion teeth, the two 
racks would line up and stay in that position. When in the non-offset position the device

will function like any single rack rack-and-pinion assembly. What allows the rack 
assembly to maintain the off-set position or biases the two racks back toward the off-set 
position? 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The term "soft resin" in claim 1 is a relative term which renders the claim 
indefinite. The term "soft resin" is not defined by the claim, the specification does not 
provide a standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the 
art would not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. What is a soft resin 
material? 

The term "somewhat out of phase" in claim 1 is a relative term which renders the 
claim indefinite. The term "somewhat" is not defined by the claim, the specification 
does not provide a standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary 
skill in the art would not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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6. Claims 1-4, as best understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Isshiki, USP 5,218,592. 

Re elm 1, Isshiki discloses a rack structure comprising: 

• First and second toothed bars (81 and 82) integrally connected by an 
intermediate joint (86b, 88b) of a soft resin material to provide a linear 
toothed bar object, which is so folded about the intermediate joint 

• The first and second toothed bars (81 and 82) are laid on each other with 
their teeth somewhat out of phase, there by preventing backlash (C1 1-14) 

Re elm 2, one of the first and second toothed bars has hooks (89) and the other 
has holes (87). 

Re elms 3 and 4, the intermediate joint has two counter nails (86a and 88a), 
these counter nails so positioned that they may be engaged with each other when the 
intermediate joint is bent (86 and 88 are bent tabs and the nails are engaged to each 
other via spring element (biasing member) 154).
